The celebration of the Jubilee of Queen Victoria s reign, 
■which begins to daj marts the completion of one of the most 
■t'onderful periods m the history of the world England has 
already witnessed three Ro)al Jubilees—those of Henry the 
Third 101265 the) ear of our frst real English Parliament for 
which old Simon dc Montfort issued the writs, of Edward the 
Third m 1377 at the close of a long series of magnificent 
s Clones and of George the Third m 1809 when the populanty 
of the Tarmer King ma) be said to ha\c culm nated Very 
different however was the England even of George the Third 
from that of Viclona and not less widely different the sent ment 
of tlTe nation towards Its ruler For nearl) fift> years our Queen 
Enxptess has reigned over a greater Empire and a mightier popu 
lation than those of Spam m the sixteenth century or than those 
even which owned allegiance to the sacred majesty 
0' th'* evsars No Sovereign of modern or ancient 
civilisation has swayed so weighty a sceptre or 

worn a crovn so truly jmi>"rial T jually true is it that the 
Queen has filed one of the mon difiicul positions in the world— 
that of *1 constitutional Severegn atlhchead ofagrcatnaiion— 
as It has never vet been filled TJic Cut ^igel mhil itmile eut 
s«unitvi of the poet is as true of her Majestj as of the grand 
personage who hrst filled the splendid statiojLQiUhfi^Otnan Csesar 
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■^emppr Ui-ustu» The grcatoess of the event,? in which the 
Queei has 1 ornc a part b> Mrttic of her oflicc is not more remark¬ 
able than the susnmed chgnitv of her life her pure and ardent 
palnousm unallo}cd bv am -ulmixlnrc of ignoble motive, the 
vvalchfu! solicitude of.thc sagacious ruler quickened bj the swift 
scnsibihiies of the woman If it is asserted that the long reign 
ofLIizabelh with its matchless mtelleclual achievements, is the 
most glorious in our annals itwiustbeadmiUed that the longer and 
mwcstunwgrevgnofVictoivasatpasies, It in the affettioa which, 
unites Sovereign and people m the strongest bonds of attach 
ment and in the wonderful advancement that has been effected m 
the welfare of the nation as-t whole It{«otiId be strange, indeed, 
if the completion of fiftj >ears of such a reign faded to call forth 
splendidly patriotic demonstration of lojally and love m India, 
alike from Furopeans and Names for in no panof the Empire 
IS Queen Victoria regarded witli feelings of stronger regard or 
truer devotion 

It ma) well be said that the name of Queen Victoria will 
ever be associated with all that is best and brightest m constitu¬ 
tional monarch) which has found m her reign us fullest consum¬ 
mation A higher disiinciionstdl It IS to)iave purged rojalt) of 
all the gross and base elements U at cUmg about it and to have 
made It what It should be—apallcmand example of the highest 
and best 1 iild of family life Herein lies the secret of the perfect 
S)mpath) which has so long eaisled between her Majesty 
and her people, and Winch has extended to national affairs 
—a s)mpalh) which is more richly merited by a lifetime 
of patriotic labours and cares than is commonly under¬ 
stood The average Englishman bred up m familiarity with the 
commonplaces of the Constitution, accustomed to understand 
thatMvwvstets are alone responsible for the Work of Government, 
is too apt to overlook the part plajed by the Sovereign in the 
direction of national affairs The maxim that the Monarch reigns 
and docs not govern has begotten in unreflecting minds the wholly 
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erroneous belief that to reign XMthout go\eming^ i-> to fill a pureh 
ornamental pc'!! and that when the Sovereign ha-^ set the Ro) a 
seal, as It were to the decisions of Ministers the functions of the 
Crown arc exhausted This estimate of the Roval functions is 
far from just to our Sovereign who has given unwearied per'<onal 
labour to thO service of the hmpirc Ouccti \ ictona Is and ever 
has been, the svmpalhctic mten'retcr of the people s feelings, the 
constant sharer m their ]0)s and sorrows but she has alwajs been 
much more than tins implies. U is not hers t(j awaut in repose 
^and Icisuie-the occurrence of one of those national events vrhich 
evobe her public utterances , she has herself helped in almost 
cverj case to make the Instorj of those events h) an asstduit) of 
dutj vshich has met with scant rccogniuon The happ) chance 
on which she felicitates tlic nation she has frcqucnil) striven verj 
hard herself to render possible To llie militan esploit which 
deepl) Stirs the Hriusli people she* has coninbutcd it mav 
be, b) counsel or warning The disasters which overtake u? she 
has laboured perchance most an\ious!\ to avert The Queen 
indeed, as none know better than her Ministers is one of tbe 
hardest workers in the I mpire a large portion of each da) con 
tributmg to the sum of her tods, which coultl onl> be lightened a* 
*he cost of surrendering somewhat of the Sovereign s hold upon 
affairs and of her opportunities of immediate suggestion enquirj, 
or remonstrance, winch therefore on this ground her Majesty 
has never been vv illmg to reduce * 

The story of Queen Victoria s hfc is full of an interest that is 
ever fresli in spite of its famiharitv ^ ictona Alcaandnna 
Queen of Great Bntam and Ireland, and Fmpress of India was 
born at Kensington Palace on the 24111 of Mav 1819 She is the 
Only child of Edward, Duke of Kent, George III s fourth son and 
of the Princess LmseVictone of Sachsen Koburg the w tdow of the 
Prince of Lemingen and sister to Leopold King of the Belgians 
Her father sdeath in 1820 left her the heiress to the inglish 
throne, blit till her thirteenth year this fact was kept from her, 
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ind in her own late words ihe'cncd much on learning it, and 
presentlj remarked-—‘There is much splendour, hut there is more 
responsibility Brought np in strict Tetitement the young 

Princess uas indebted to the Duchess of Northumberland for the 
supervision, of her general studies (m I atm modern languages, 
music, drawing and botany) for her polilicil training to the 
Whig Lord Melbourne, and at her accession, on the 20th of 
June 1837 all the Court oflices were filled bj mem* 
bers of the great Whig houses Indeed her spirited refusal 
two years later to change the ladies of the bedchamber, 
prolonging as it did the existence of the Melbourne 
Mmistry.was the single instance of opposition to the 

popular will hci wise interpretation of the duties of a constitu 
tional Sovereign being that she should be, if possible, the best 
informed person m her^domimons as to the progress of political 
events and the current of political opinion both at home and 
abroad, and that, so far from being either passively mdiHerent or 
warped by party considerations she ‘ as the nation s permanent 
head, has to consider what is best for us welfare and honour, 
without distinction of party She had known two years before 
Prince Albert himself of the marriage between them projected I y 
King Leopold and Baron Stockmar, and, writing to her uncle m 
1836, at th" close of her cousins first visit to Fngland, had beg- 
ged him to take care 0! one now so dear to her ’ Dear to her

With the hurry of great events, and the ^marvels of imterial pro

of statecraft, the custodian so to speak of a whole htcraiurc of 
adminislrativcwisdom \\ ith the Queen at the head of affairi the 
confidence of the nation will remain Mcadfaxt even in the midst 
of the most formidable dangers bi which it can be threatened 
There arc no aspects of the Jubilee reign more wonderful 
than the portentious development of Colonial Mcalih aiul the 
progress of mechanical invention The area of the Lmpire has 
not been vastly extended during the reign, but the Colonics have 
grown into powerful and neWy productive countnes In the 
realm of scientific invention England has many rivals, but with 
all her old energy and enterprise, she is still without an equal m 
the power of turning mechanical contrivances to account The 
picture of material and social development is crowded with strik¬ 
ing images There is the increased use of steam m manufac¬ 
tures and locomotion by sea and land , the texile revolution , 
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the factor) s\stem , iht enormous growth of population ; the 
change from a rural to atorvn life, lhe\ast expansion of our 
natal power, of commerce, of manufactures, of intercom¬ 
munication , of the Post then th** use of gas, clectncit), 
telegraphs, telephones, steam presses sewing machines, air

lc\clling and hurT>ing forces of the* age The mipros’cmcnt 
acluc\cd in the external conditions of life during the past fifty 
years IS no doubt greater than any recorded in history We hail 
the triumphs of steam and electricity, andgasand iron, the 
railn-avs and the commerce the industry, the appliances, and con 
scnicncob of the age, destined, as they arc, to do good senice to 
humaniti But it is well to recognise that the sudden acquisition 
of aast malcnal rccourstsisnoi onU a great boon to humanity', 
but also a tremendous moral, social, intellectual and even 
physical experiment In the long run, however, we may rest 
assured that ^ the* course of order will be restored and that the 
unwearied striving after better things will meet with its reward “

penmem m \lircct interference u ith Afghan affairs, the installation 
of Shah Shuja, the occupation of Kabul, the disasters which 
followed and the merited retribution of 1842 There was 
plenty of fighting in those days The two Sikh wars of 1845, 
and 1848-49 led to the annexation of the 'Panjab , and

tlic Indian and Colonial Exhibition of last year The title Is 
another link betv cen India and the Queen and has strengthened 
the sentiment of personal interest which marks the icJatienship 
In India we fixvc a do c feeling of personal pride m all that 
concerns our Queen Empress and from ail parts of the country 
to day will go up an eamesi prater for her long life and 
prospcniv

CALCUTTA

The Jubilee celebration tn Calcutta has begun m right 
ro>al|fashion Yesterday morning the fnng of the Imperial 
Salute of lOJ guns from the Fort heralded a day of pnblic rejoic¬ 
ing without a parallel in the history of India For some time 
past It has been evident that the great occasion would evoke a 
response of the most enthusiastic character from all classes of the 
community, and not least from the masses of the people The 
prcparationsUiaihavc been made fonhc illumination of the city 
to night are on an unparalleled scale^ extending from our Ira- 
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posing arra) of public buildings io the humblest dwellings m the 
native to^\n On every side ther& are eloquent signs that the 
meaning of the Jubilee is fully appreciated, and that our native 
fellow subjects are thoroughly at one with us in our rejoicing 
It IS impossible indeed, to resist the conviction that the whole 
population IS stirred by a powerful and spontaneous sentiment 
Neither the childish love of sight seeing nor the mere desire to 
please our rulers could have moved the inhabitants of a great 
city to such a universal display of enthusiasm To the mass of 
the people the gracious personality of the Queen Empress is 
doubtless a vague enough idca»^but the peace, beneficence, and 
prosperity of her reign have ^hed a ray o( happiness on the mean 
est hearth, and are tangible to all alike Looking "on the enor 
mous crouds which gathered on the maidan yesterday, both at 
morning parade and at the evening ceremonial one could not but 
feel that the fifty y ears of Queen Victorias reign had secured, 
not merely the confidence and happiness, but, m a large degree, 
iKb gratitude and attachment of the Indian people The building 
up of the Empire waa carried almost to completion before the 
opening of the century , but it is the glory of the Jubilee reign 
lhat,it has witnes‘:ed the moral conquest of the many races of 
which the population is composed 

It IS not perhaps unfair to suppose that there were many to 
whom the popular demonstration was less attractive than the list 
of Jubilee honours that was issued yesterday morning A warn 
mg note was sounded the other day as to the copious nature of 
the impending shower of decorations, and the result shows that 
the warning was not unnecessary The fist of native gentlemenis 
as long as could have been expected, although the placing of some 
of the names will hardly escape criticism But as far as the 
honours to Europeans is concerned, it must be said that they are 
almost meagre for such an occasion No doubt it is perfectly 
true that the lavishing o! honours is objectionable m itself, and 
that there are certain restraining rules to check the generous im* 
pulses of the Go\ ernment, but w e cannot forget that the occasion 
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\-anet) of'ehicle, from dtlapidiled itcea gharnif to the latest 
examples of Messrs D)kc«:i\Co‘; and ^rcss^« Stcuart & Co.'s 
skill m barouches and gigs mustered in the nciglibourhood in 
'great number Ihehorses were, as a rule, un)oked and remo\- 
cd to a distance, but although man) were allowed to remain m 
harness, no mishap occurred from this somewhat incautious pro¬ 
ceeding in so great a crowd Sowars of the 4ih B C and men 
from the European regiments kept the parade ground, but their 
task was a comiiaraluel) eas) one, for an Indian mob is particu¬ 
lar!) docile Here and there the crowd surged forward from 
time to time to obtain a better view of the proceedings, and so 
trenched on the reserved space, but lhe> were brought under con¬ 
trol without difficult) 

The trees about the ground, as affording advantageous points 
whence to view the spectadc, were carl) thronged b) eager 
sight seers until at length one greail) overweighted branch 
gave way with a crash, and precipitated its numerous burden 
on the earth The branch was fortunatel) close to the ground, 
and no one was .injured The troops were all in position 
at a quarter to nine, when the) were drawn up m twolmesat 
" open order” facing west m the following formation —ist Line 
—r 3 R A on the right, limbered up , Calcutta Naval Artiilerj 
^ olunteers, 5-1 Lancashire Division, R A , Kossipur Artillerj 
Volunteers, ist Infantry Biigadc, consisting of 1st Baitalior

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iiisfxcelltfna the Viceroy, accompanied b\ his pcisonal 
Staff and escorted b\ the hodjgaard, arrived on the ground soon 
after 9 o’cloclv, and ms received by Sir F Roberts and head* 
quarters Stafft and the Lieutenant Governor, while the troops 
greeted his ExceUenC) with a royal salute His Excellencv, 
accompanied by these ofpeers and escorted by the bodjguard, 
then proceeded to ride down the lines, and thereafter took up a 
position at the saluting flag The customary ceremony of the 
firing of a feu de joie was then gone through, except that the 
Artillery fired a salute of loi guns instead of the more ordinarj 
31 guns The 101 rounds were fired in two divisions of 34 guns 
and one of the 33 guns, the Infantr) and Garrison Artilleiy in 
each interval firing a round, the fire running dovvn the front rank 
of the first line, up the rear rank, then down the fiont rank of the 
second line, and up the rear rank The bands, which were 
massed m rear of the centre of the hne5> after each round of the 
rifle fire, plajed a portion of the Kalional Arnhem Under the

"the movement completed, the troops formed into' line of quarter

SIR RIVERS THOMPSON S SPEECH 
The Lieutenant Governor then rising addressed the Viceroy 
in the following words —

ungracious task they had to perform to exercise some restraint m 
the limitation of the numbers m obedience to the exigencies of 
time and space lean tale U upon me, my Lord, to say that all 
these deputations, of aahalever particular interest they may be the 
exponents here are all animated by the common desire to pre¬ 
sent to your Excellency for transmission to the Queen Empress 
their addresses of humble allegiance and loyal congratulation on 
the advent of the fiftieth year of her Most Gracious Majesty s, 
benefioent reign 

The history of those fifty years if there are chapters m it 
which tell of trial and pent,recounts a story of aery remarkable

ation of religious faiths, and a vast expansion of material develop¬ 
ment which has opened out the country to trade and commerce, 
and enriched the people Beyond and above all these, by a peaceful 
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coercion and moral ascendencyrather than by the Interference of 
legal and execnlwe action, %ve can see even to day the beginning 
of the dispersion of man) social prcjadices and the advent of a 
higher civilisation If fifty years of a pare and good reign have 
seen great things for India, no one venture to say that, under 
English supremac), hard though the problem may be, the fifty 
years to come shall not see even greater things than these 

To you, my Lord, who have tendered noble service to the 
Crown, in Its great Western as now in its great Eastern depen¬ 
dent^ , who have fulfilled many an arduous career in the sphere 
of diplomatic, political, and administrative labours, and who ate 
now the latest in succession of many eminent and illustrious 
rulers to whom the destm) of India has been committed, it must 
be a proud privilege to witness, not onlv m the presence of 
the representatives of iho wealth, industrj, and intelligence 
of the countr}, but in the half million of the order!} multitude 
thronging around us, the spontaneous honage whicli is 
offered to a revered and honoured Queen All of us must 
have rcalhsd, since the day was fiKed for this cclcbrauon, 
With what genumc enthusiasm and sympath) the subject has 
been prominent m the minds of the people and whatever may 
be the judgment of posicnt} as to the manner of our com¬ 
memoration of this Jubilee, which is being repeated to day simul¬ 
taneous!) in lens of thousand of places throughout this vast 
Continent, the record will remain m man) an after )car and m

IS native to their affectionate disposition, there have gone up to 
day from every shnne, from cveij place of worship, from the 
tabernacle of every heart, prayers for her happiness blessings on 
her goi^ness, and the incense of an honest and trustful devotion 
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The great Princes in their Durbirs, the Municipalities in 
their city halls, the soldiere m their barracks, the zemindars 
111 their country houses, the citizens in iheir pavilioned streets 
and the rajats m their humble homesteads feel, and justly feel, 
that the close of half a centmj which has encompassed and cn 
dowed the land with umversat peace—which has brought justice 
to every cottage door,—which has bridged the floods and pierced 
the jungle,*—which has converted millions of barren acres into

cultivation of medical science by inductive methods u as unknown, 
and progress was thus impossible Some feeble and isolated 
efforts had been made by the medical officers of the Indiatl 
army, to diffuse the benefits of rational medicine, by 
establishing charitable hospitals and dispcnsanes for the 
treatment of the natives of the country, anl by instructing 
native youths m the principles and methods of Western medical 
science But it was not until the Calcutta Medical College was 
estahlished bj Lord William Bcntmckm 1835 that a «ij stematic 
and effective attempt was made to tram > oung men of good caste 
and general education m the science of medicine as taught and 
practised in Europe Discarding all race and caste prejudices 
many of the intelligent youths of Bengal entered on the study of 
medicine with ardour, and greatl) distinguished themselves both 
in India and Europe by Iheir as uUuty and success Their 
example has been largely followed and the profession of medicine 
has now become an honourable field of employment for a large 
and growing section of your Majesty s Indian subjects The Cal¬ 
cutta Medical College has expanded its curriculum and improved 
Its means and methods of mstructfon until now it stands on a 
level with the Medical Schools and Colleges of Europe —i 017 
students educated in this school have obtained diplomas and 
degrees and i 480 vernacular licenses, and many hoive completed 
their education and obtained qualifications m England A 
similar College has been organised at Lahore for Upper India

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of native teachers m the \emacti!ars of th(? connm, ha\e 
also been opened at Calcntia Agra Nagpore Patna Dace** 
and Cuttack The progress of medical science and education 
in the Presidencies of Madras and Bombaj, has been equallj 
rapid and saiislactor} 3 n this manner not onlj ha\e well 
educated an 1 qualified medical practioners been supplied 
for all branches of jour Alajcst) s service but the benefits of 
European medicine and surpeiv have been \cr) largely extended 
to the native poor through il e establishment over the length and 
breadth of the Pmpire of charitable hospitals and dispensaries 
officered bj native graduates and licentiates vvhil*' in every con 
siderable centre of population duly qualified medical practitioners 
are available for emplojaneni by the rvealthier classes 

The latest phase of medical progrc«s m India is the move 
mem for the supply of medical aid bj properly trained doctors 
and nurs-s of their own sc\ to those of the women of India and 
these form a large proportion of the v hole whose feelings and 
customs prevent their resorting to practitioners of the opposite 
sex except on occasions of extreme danger when often the time

1 here h an 
enclosed \cramlah or porch at the vest end, over which is the 
Cathedral Library, consisting mainly of the books bequeathed by 
llishop WiliOn The vestibule ib 30 feet by 22 and the lantern 
beneath the tower 27 feet square. The nave is 127 feet by 6r. 
The East Window, the Crucifi\ion after adcsjgn by Wcit, U the 
gift of the Dean and Chapter of Windsor, aftd w as a prevent from 
George the III. to St. George s CKapel, Wind-or, but it was never 
placed there. The original cost of the window was ^4,000. 
Her Most Gracious hlajcsty the Queen pvc as *a. gift to the 
Cathedral the communion plate at present in Usc. There 
are a number of mural tablets and monuments 6f great 
interest in the Cathedral. Inthcwcst vestibule*.arc memorials 
to-the Earl of Elgin and the Hon. J. P. Norman, who was 
stabbed to death on tlic steps of the Town Hall, , 201I1 
September, 187^; and a tablet with j 6 bronze medal¬ 
lion portraits to ofllcers who fell during the Mutiny. In the 
south transept is Lady Canning's monnmcnl in marble and 
mosaic work. This originally stood in Parrackporc Park. 
There is also a tablet to Macnaghten. who was assassinated in 
Kabul in 1841. The splendid figure of Ilcl)cr kneeling in full 
canonicals, by Cbanlrey, originally stood in the cast portico of St. 
John’s in the North Transept. The windows arc tinted blueto 
tone down the glare of the sun light. The organ is a splendid 
instrument by Joseph Willis and Son of London, and the choir 
is one of the best trained in India.

The Viceroj and Governor General m Council has been 
pleased to issue orders a:> follows for the 'release, as an act of 
clemency and grace of a certain number of prisoners (Criminal 
and Civil) and the remission of a portion of th^sentences of other 
pnsoners m all the Jails throughout British India, and in the 
Penal Settlement of Port Blair and theNicobars on the day ap 
pointed for public rejoicing to celebrate the fiftieth year of the 
reign of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen-Empress of India, 
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2. Local Governments and Administrations have been de¬ 
sired on thia da^ to release lo percent, of all, the convicts unier 
sentence, provided that their conduct during impriosnmem has 
been good, and that their release is not likely to give rise to a re¬ 
vival of blood feuds or professional crime * With a view also of 
extending clemenc) and grace to criminals whose cases would 
not be covered by the above concession, but who are appropriate 
objec^ of clemenc) on this occasion, His Excellencj in Council 
has directed the release of all female convicts whose offences 
were not of a senous nature, and of all convicts, male and 
female, the term of whose sentences empires cn or before the 2Cih 
June 1887, the fifiieih anniversarj of Her Maje'*} s accession

The Jubilee celebrations »n Calcutta were brought to a close 
tnth a general illumination of the cit} of almost unparalleled ex¬ 
tent and ntagnificenc- For some umc past tbe preparations 
must have prepared the public for a displa) of an unusual charac¬ 
ter but It IS safe to say that the highestexpectations were exceeded 
by the splendid realit) From an early hour in the e^emng, thCi 
cn ire population seemed to be stirring streams of carriages con¬ 
verging from all directions on the roaidan where long before 
dusk the double line of the procession extended the whole 
length of the Red Road The occupants of the carnages had to 
while away nearly two hours m waiting before anjihing like a 
general advance began but in the meantime they could feed 
'their gaz on the beauties of the golden citj that was springing 
into existence out of the thickening gloom Government House 
in front was boldl> outlined m lines of light, and was surmounted 
by a canopy which rose far above the structure with which we are 
familiar To the left the Fort, like a vast mathematical figure, 
was quickly coming into view , on the right, th’e lights on the top 
of the Ochtcrlony monument suggested the idea of a lighthouse, 
the vast line of Chaunnghi and Esphnade Row hemmed in the 
scene with a broad band of fire The patient crowd hardly have 
found the time hang heavy, for there were other excitements besides 
the lighting up of this grandest of transformation scenes As the 
crowd increased, there was a tendency on the part of late 
arrivals to steal a march forcing a waj into the line as near 
Government House gate as possible, and latterly the whole space 
of ibc convcjgm^ roads wardcnselyjiacked wjib carnages o/aJJ 
sorts \Vnil all possible dcoirclo avoid captious fault finding, it 
ought to be noted that police arrangements at this point were 
I'mply non-exisieni That there was no accident was due entirely 
to the good.ni*ure and good management that prevailed on the 
fin el tilt cioTii Set tint cicitirs bcMtets tcic 
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flllogclhcr flwanling The sights and soanris pro\ed too ranch Jot 
ihc nenes of more thin one fier> steed, and at least one ticca 
gharn collapsed within sight of the Government HouaC Gate At 
last, however, the period of inaction and the dread of a general 
collision came to an end Quite uncapcctcdlj the move came at 
last, a little wa) oft the heads began to jnmc, and then Jt came to 
one s own turn andsuddcnl) the whole avalanches of vehicles was 
advancing m perfect order and at a fairly brisk pace Those who ^ 
followed in the wake of the Slate cortege maj count llitmschcs 
fortunate, Ihcj made good progress, had few and cot verj 
prolonged wails, and after making the round of the cil}, got to 
their destination at the Clubs in reasonable time for a late dinner. 
But the balk of the procession was doomed to dreadful and 
‘unlocked for experiences After the spacious street m front 
of the High Court was passed the trials of the eager 
processionist began Again and again in the next hundred 
yards, he was stopped, the period of the clc!a\s lengthen¬ 
ing as the hour grew ommousl) late Man} in Ihoir despair 
left their carriage^ to do the rest of their sightseeing on foot, 
the abandoned rnd cmnt\ vehicles having to make the round of 
the city b} the appointed route At ten o clock the stream of 
caniages m Old Court House Street was hi c the stream in 
Herodotus—so gentle was the current lint one could liardi} say 
which way It va> flowing , and asmajbc imagined the cnllmsi- 
asmofthose who were still dinncrlcss lial dccidcdl) evaporated 
Hour after hour the endless procession like an mmense 
snake, wound its way in and out among the nar ow streets on the 
eight mile rjuie j and long after midnight the south end of the 
Chitpur Roa 1 was completely blockcI v iih dense crowd of 
vehicles, m the rai I't cf which three tramway cars were as im¬ 
movably fixed as if m tin non^ cf circumstance, they were to be 
converted into permanent Jubilee memoncls 


VIEW FROM THE M\IDAN 
Although occupying a flat site, Calcutta Iend> itself admir¬ 
ably to the purposes and effects of an illumiuaticn. There is fir jt 



'inoihct, the Eden GsTdcns on another, and vrith clamps o( trees 
'ind open spaces at intervals around it, and therefore, as a 
matted of course, it earned off the palm for picturesque beauty 
very easily indeed The long Imes of light from the building 
were literally as the lines which quiver far on the river ’ The 
outline ofthe Home OfTicc and Foreign Office is somewhat flat 
and monotonous but the artists m light were equal to the occa¬ 
sion, and b} an ingenious festoon arrangement of coloxucd lights 
on the cornices and projections the monotony was relieved The 
small portion of illuminated shipping was of course, a beautiful 
spectacle, for nowhere, perhaps, m the world could ships be seen 
to better advantage m connexion with such a display The deli 
cate and complicated tracing of the spars, gear, and tigging was 
defined m lines of long light, and viewed from a distance (and it 
was possible over the level plain to sec them for a great distance) 
the effect was most fairy like and wonderful—a phantom fleet, 
approaching the city Many ofthe private houses m Chaunhghi 
(notably those of Sir A Wilson and Captain Ezra) vied with the 
public buildings m beauty of design and richness of effect, and, 
taken as a whole the illumination m this part of the city could not 
easily have been more beautiful and effective than they were 
Immediately behind the headquarters of the Calcutta Golf 
Club stands a peepul tree, one of the few which have survived the 
cyclone whose irresistible blast has laid low so many of the forest 
Kings that once graced the Maidan This afforded the members 
an opportunity of testifying their loyalty by a form of illumination, 
which as far as can be ascertained, was unique Its boughs'were 
hungwithhundreds of lamps giving the tree the appearance at a 
little distance o! being alive with giant fire flies So beautiful was 
the effect that one was led to lament that these we/e ssissAv 
largely utilized as lamp bearers 


THE FORT 

The Fort illommations inlemal and external, were designed 
and executed by Lieutenant K F Allen, E E, and were most, 
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cffcclUc Tlic outllncr of the bastions were niomlnated 
b) a continuous line of liqlit ns «CfC also the curtains 
t-\sc!io5 anU TCtloubts ami the outer Imca of the glacis The 
ulioic circuit of the 1 ort uas illamlnitcil with lines of light, tier 
above tier ami the tflccl, aa ntcn from the MalUan v-as extremely 
beautiful and incturcsque Tlicujipcr tier showed Ibc outline 
of the bod) of the I ort that Is, the 001110“ of the bastions, 
curtan and mam ramparts The ubole stsrlihe planofUic Fort 
cam''thus into bold relief, defned as hvas bylines of light. 
Tlic principal buddings inside * the 1 ort were also Illuminated 
St r«.icr s Church was ihorougbl) illuminated The pinnacles 
wen, I tied out with jets of flowers and the other buildings—the 
Dalbousic Birrntla the Queen s Darraebs and the Royal 
Ilarracbs—were illuminated m the same manner, that is their 
honzontaUincs of cornice, moulding and parapet were as it 
were accentuated b) lines of continuous light and the arches and 
domes were shown b) arclics and festoons of light The regular 
line of the barracks and outbuildings edhtrasted beautifully 
with the Lancifuland irregular outlines of St Feters Church 
1 lie Rampart Barracks were also illuminated The architectural 
outline of these barracks »s different from that of the other 
barracks Tli-* gable ends corners, and parapets were 
illuminated and stood out m bold relief, and owing to the 
construction of ilicsc buddings they presented a line of fiery 
gables of winch the effect was catrcmcly beautiful 


' THE STRAND 

The vfew of the High Court from the side as one approach¬ 
ed or looked back to it was extremely beautiful The immense 
square block of buddings was literally translated into a fabric of 
treijibhng glittering lea! ol gold What appeared to be an 
eaquiStc rose window was visible far a loft over the 
central entrance, and in the centre of the rose there gleamed 
a blood red ruby Whether viewed from far or near the High 
Court was a vision of loveliness, a revelation of dream land, glow¬ 
ing with “the light that never was on sea or land' Those who 



, ga\e It the first jilace In their faxour among the sights of the night 
had much^to sa) for their preference Going weshvards from the 
High Court the first hmlding u llie private house belonging to the 
Bank of Bengal having for its neighbours the oTices occupied b) 
Messrs Sanderson and Co and Messrs \V H Harton and Co 
AU three vreie gorgeously tilummated with coloured lights, their 
outlines standing out conspicuouslj The last two named were 
wise m their generation, and contented themselves with attaching 
their glass cups to the bamboo staffolding, a measure which while 
not detracting m the least from the appearance of the illumination 
saved their walls from those ornamental streaks of oil and burnt 
patches which not/ decorate many of our houses The 
Bank .of Bengal was one of the finest sights of the evening, 
the deep portico looking hi e a great golden Cage Passing on 
Somerset House next attracted much attention, and with the Offi¬ 
cial Assignee's Ofiice brightened up this end of the Strand Road 
The Fort sheds outside the railing wercprcttil} lined out with 
lights, and the long railings enclosing the jetties showed up 
wonderful!) well The Metcalfe Hall was noticeable for its fine 
flight of steps, being picked oat with innumerable while 

the Sailors’Horae, brilliantl) lighted up, had very appropriate!) 
on Its summit a large model of a full rigged ship, her )ards pick¬ 
ed out with coloured lamps, and underneath the motto " God Save 
our Queen ” The opium godowns ^stood out conspicoousl), 
while the Port Commissioners’ Office was simpl) dazzling wit]i its 
myii^s of lights—lights which b) the way were noticeable for 
their brilliancy Even the timeball was decorated, and with ?n 
Imperial Crovvn Opposite are the jetty engine rooms, and these, 
too, were eRecUvely decorated, Ae tall chimney standing out par¬ 
ticularly well InKoiIaGhat Street the Military Accounts De¬ 
partment was one mass of glass cups and cAeragf, while round the 
corner in Bankshall Street the Board of Revenue, Messrs Kellner 
and Co , and the Collector of Calcutta testified to their lo>-aUy by 
the brilliancy of their decorations In Hare Street the Court of 
Small Causes affords great facilities for effective decoration, and 
every advantage was taken of this Three large pieces, each 
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bearing the Ro>’ll Arms and With a V R,werc placed over the 
entrances Flags of a spotless white were planted on the roof, 
whether these were intended to be emblematic has not transpired 
The o^ce of th** Commissioner, Presidenc} Division, contented 
Itself with lines of light while es^ctl> opposite the Englishman 
office displa)ed its illummiticns The long a\enue leading to the 
office was a mass of light arranged in arches culminating at the 
end in atnumphal archway surmounted with a Crown and shield 
picked out m lanous colours Over the entrance another "rchway 
had been erected on the suirmit of which was displayed m red 
lights the title The Englishman, while underneath a «et piece 
bearing the monogram V R attracted much notice owing to its 
mechanism which caused it to mces-'antlj change colour The 
Foreign Office m Council House Street showed up well while^ 
opposite, the office of the Private Secretary to the \iceroywas a 
gorgeous arrangement m many coloured lights, with bunting and 
greenery decorating the bamboos Two large Chinese umbrellas 
opened and fluttered against the wall surrounded I y lights, were 
artistic and graceful The Chartered Bank had deuces m gas, 
very effective and shimng wuh great brilliancy The Delhi and 
National Banks were outlined with cherags In Hastings Street 
the Government Printing Office and Messrs Burn and Co con*- 
d^ributed in no small degree lo the general appearance of the 
illumination while in Church Lane the office of Stamps and 
Stationetj retieved the gloom caused by the absence of lights m 
St John s'^compound Messrs Ahmuty and Co were gay with 
bunting 

FAIRLIE PLACE 

In the centre of Fatrhe Place another large triumphal arch had 
been erected and covered with coloured lamps The large block 
of buildings on the right, which are occupied by the offices of the 
1 G S N Co and others, was brilliantly illuminated with three 
rowsof r/i^r<rgf along the roofs, the arched doorway s and spaces 
between the pillars being specially effective and showing to much 
advantage 
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DALHOUSIE SQUARE 

Tal ing Dilbousie Square as a centre of observation a 
note or two regarding some of the buildings m'’} he’p

Old Court House Street were of the^most elaborate description 
Over the entra&ce m Dalhousie Square " God Bless the Queen ’ 
stood out m letters at least two feet long, the pillars of windows 
and doorsvaj s u ere wreathed as Venetian masts m red and white 
and blue on a silver back ground and Chinese lamps and banners 
and varied coloured lights artistically grouped produced a most 
striking effect The Goiemment Telegraphic Office ^hich 
occupies a considerable portion of the south side of the Square, 
and a large frontage of Old Court House Street rivalled in beaut) 
and wealth of displaj the other buildings above noted Out of a 
background formed of innumerable small glass lamps the 
windows stood fiUed b) transparencies with appropriate mottoes 
and portraits of the Queen Along the lop row of windows 
' God Save the Queen m letters the size of the windows stretched 
along the Old Court House frontage , and banners and Chinese 
lanterns and monograms and the great square tower a 'olid 
pinnacle of flame from the top of which at intervals red and 
blue lights were burned formed a most effec.iie and dazzhng 
picture

lights of the Maidan, and the Ochterlonj Monument, fomed a 
picture of no ordinary kind TTien Jookmp to the south the whole 
frontage of the E planade was a perfect dream of dazzling flames, 
and the immen e proportions ot Government House stood out 
backed by the sky twinkling with innumerable stars The centre 
of Dalhousie Square m the still waters of whose , nk there were 
continued in shadovj reflection the glowing image and towenng 
proportions of the surrounding buildings, formed an excellent 
point from which to \iew the great Square From the roof of Mr 
James Murray s shop at the comet of the Square and Lall Bazar 
the eieeme light wept round the Square, and from the roofs of 
the Post Oiflee, the Wnters Buildings, the Currency, and the 
Telegraphic OfDces as well as from the jtatelj edifices which 
relieved vanous coloured lights flared up at intervals and gave a 
new background to the magic scene 

The Viceregal cortege swept through the Square about a 
quarter past seven and the line of carrnges rolled on ceaselessly 
Two hours and a half afterwards the Strand Fairlie Place, 
Dalhousi" Square west and south V cl'csley Place and Govern¬ 
ment and Old Court House Streets were crammed with vehicles 
of all descriptions, and every inch of road and footpath not 
covered by cairnge was occupied by crowds of sightseers, 
Hindus of every caste from the saffron-dressed, clay daubed, 
ash sprinkled faketr to the In^^h caste Brahmin, Mussulmans of all 
ranks, the zenana lad) peenng furtively with wondering eyes 
through the^j/wi/r of the closed carnage, the sprightly Eurasian 
lass linked in the arm of her swuatheart, Furopeans of all 
grades, soldiers, sailors, lascars, wondering coolies, the 
emancipated khitraudgar and bearer, children in arms, and old 
men and women silver) and wrinkled with age, formed one of 
the most remarkable crowds that ever blocked the streets of a cit)^ 
The night passed without a single accident or the ^lightest dis¬ 
turbance to mar one of the most Io)al and hearty tributes ever 
offered b) a people to their Queen 

It IS hopeless, within the limits at our command, to give m 
detail the vattous devices and methods of illumination employed 
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by every private firm In the business part of the cit> The fol¬ 
lowing summary may give some faint idea of v.hat was achieved. 
In Faithe Phce Messrs Mackmnon Mackenzie Schocne Kibum 
and Co , Mitchel Reid, and Mackmght Anderson and Co , were 
more or less deconled and illuminated 

The archway across the street erected for the occasion, with a 
portrait of the Queen on the top and suitably lighted gave quite a 
fresh air to Fairlic Place Tlic line of buildings below the 
Oriental Bank, (the latter was very simply and effectively lighted), 
was outlined with lamps and arches of foliage 

hlessrs Gillanders Atbuihnot and Messrs Balmer Lawne 
had expended considerable labour in making effective displays 
In Dalhousie Square to the south of the Post Ofiicc the India 
Club, the Standard Life Assurance and lhe*Clnrttrcd Mercantile 
Bank earned the lines of the illumination to Ihrw Street where 
the gateway and avenue of this ofticc formed a ccniii, of attraction 
till near midnight 

Messrs MantonandCo had a large crystal etvr in v vicgafi-d 
colours with the Prmcc of Wales s feathers m th" centre The 
whole front of the premises was hung with glos lamy» 

Messrs F A. C Osier had vaned coloured pendent lamps at 
every open window, and each window draped in red and blue 
with a cornice of red cloth boideieil with yellow, and tows of 
lamps 

Harnac and Boyce had a very cTcctive display 
Messrs Hamilton and Cos premises bore off the palm 
[among the pnvate buildings The whole front was draped 
m red and yellow most artistically arranged round the windows 
and projecting verandahs with ‘ Long Live Otii Empress 
across the centre Every window was outlined w iih lamps 

Mr H Clark—A large gas design ostrich feathers with the 
motto of the Prince of Wales and tows of Chinese lanterns made 
a very effective show 

Messrs Ranken A Co —The pillars of the roof were draped 
with varied coloured cloth andalarge crystal star and Crown 
surrounded with Union Jacks made a very effective display 
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Great Eastern Hotel —The pillars of the projecting \crandab 
draped in coloured cloth and flags, and stars artisiical!} arrang 
cd made a most cfTcciiNC display

Old Court House Corner, othenvise in shade, uas lit up by a 
hardsome Crow n—one of the largest exhibited an)'where—on the 
front of Messrs Sscuart A Co s premises In Bow Bazar the 
Seamen s Coffee Rooms made a good displav of coloured lights 
and Chinese lanterns Just be}ond them the Police Thanna and 
officers quarters were hansomely illuminated and on the opposite 
side of the road several mercantile offices «cre well lit up 
Messrs Berignj the homoepathic chemists at the Bentinck Street

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

‘ The subject of the hour in Calcutta is still the 'wonderful spec¬ 
tacle presented by the illumination of the city. The comparathe 
merits of the various centres of attraction are being eagerly dis" 
cussed to the exclusion of other topics, and it is not surprising that 
. the question should evoke a vride di\€tsity of opinion, seeing that 
it is essentially a burning one. All are agreed, howcNcr, that the 
display fairly eclipsed any-thmg of the kind that India has ever 
tvitnessed,,and that, as an indication of the lo}al and loving 
regard in which the Queen-Empress is held by all sections of thg 
community, nothing could have been more tnumphantly success¬ 
ful. . That the official buildings, of which there are so many in 
Calcutta, should have been fittingly illuminated on such an occa¬ 
sion, was to'be taken for granted ; but thatthe private dwellings 
and places of business should have made such a splendid display, 
in spite of the depression of trade, the diminishing rupee, and the 
Income Tax, is, indeed, a matter of no ordinary significance, and 
< the special thanks of the Government might well be accorded to 
those who contributed so largely and generously to the splendid 
success of the demonstration. Another circumstance in con¬ 
nexion with the illumination calls for remarks. Perhaps no^uch 
* display on an equal scale was ever arranged for on such short 
notice. Only. those who were, so to speak, behind the 
scenes have any idea of the amount of work involved in the 
w. *h/ti 'fingn 
buildings, had some regular system not been adopted, it would 
have been quite impossible tohavc overtaken the work at all. To 
thePubhc Works Department the greatest credit is due for the 
manner In which it acquitted itself of a task lying so far out of 
the range of its ordinary duties.

time never been, visited by a European Theic favourite occupa 
tioQ like that of the Jamtia people and of most of the savage 
tribes along our border who have not vet been brought under 
British control, was to raid uponttie villages m the plains of 
Assam and Sylhet looting them, and ravaging them with fire and 
sword In the words of Pemberton s report "Long before the 
dawn of day the perpetrators of those deeds glutted with slaughter 
and loaded with plunder were again far among the fastnesses of 
dieir mountains an their way home' It was hot until 1836^ 
thatDavid Scott succeeded m concluding trea^ with Teerut 
Singh, the Raja of Nongklow, in wich the Khasias agreed to the 
construction 0! the first road that was made through these 
hills from Assan to Sylhet Not long, however, after 
this treaty was concluded the people began to suspect our 
Intentions and, forming a confederacy for the extermination of 
the British they accomplished that atrocious deed known m Khasi 
history as the massacre ofTiongklow For four years after this 
there was war between the Khuls and the British, and It was not 
aoUl the final aubmtasion of Teerut Singh In 1833 that the paci* 
fcwflonettMse hills was fiiudly’accomplished Since then the 
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eountr) hes been free from disturbances of any Imci the Kbasi 
people hate longlmce ceased to rnd, rg thej have forgotten their 
savage instincts,*theT no longer mistinst ns the) arc^no longer 
jealous of the magnificent metalled road that now traverses the 
district from Gauhati to Thernaghat Man) of them, as we have 
been told to day, have forsaken their ancient super- 
ivtvtions and their demon worship and under the happj guidance 
ofiheA\clsh Mission now established in these hills haveem- 
liraced the Christian faith , thev have betaken themsehes to 
agriculture, to trade, and other peaceful pursuits and of the district 
generally it has been lrul> said that it is now one of the last iii 
which Government would expect to hear of any ^outbreak or 
dufiirbance bej ond the management of the lonl police 

Many of jou Seims, Sirdars Syngdohs Wahdadars—you 
whom the British Government now recognises as the elected 
representatives of the people of these hills—have lived 
long enough to witness with )our own eve* the steady 
improvement that has taken place late jears m their 
material condition, and one of t iv reasons for inviting 
you |o meet me here to dav, is that if the people whom 
you represent do really recognise this great improvement in their 
condition and yet as may probably be the case, have no very 
distinct idea of the causes to which it may be attributed then in 
that case I may tell you to go back to your people and to say to 
tljem that tbeBurraSahib of these hills of this province has told y ou 
to day that it is not he, nor those who have gone before him, nor 
those who have worked with him and his predecessors in carrying

€. so splendid and substantial a structure should ha)e arisen com¬ 
pleted in less than three )T5ars’ labours, were it not known that 
the Engineer who planned and built it was Sir Bradford Leslie 
(cheers), and that itj successfal and rapid completion is due net. 
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only.to h!s genitis, but to the wide espetience he htd gained up¬ 
on similar magnificfnt works both in this country and in Eng¬ 
land (cheers).' Tt will be our gcvd fortune, I trust, at a laterstago 
in this day's proceedings, to attest the fersour and sincerity of our 
congratulations to the eminent Engineer whom* we are glad and 
proud to see among us to-day in restored health, But I cannot 
forbear the personal e.sprcssion of my own-gratiticatioh, which, I 
am certain, w dike shared by all who hare known hfs successful 
though unobtrusiie career, that he has recently rccc.vcd from 
her Majesty the Queen-Empress, in appreciation of his int aluable 
services, a special recognition of his work in India. (Applause). 
It will not be inappropriate to' notice, in recollection ’of our r*. 
cent Jubilee festival, that all the railways now cstablishe’d in India 
have been constructed within the las't tliirty.fno years. I believe 
lam right in saying that the first rallwa/opcnod In India was in 
theyear 1S53, and ran (or a distance if only twelve miles.' We' 
have now'some twelve thousand miles of railway completed, aiid 
some eight thousand mote under construction. In .the earlier 
days of British rule U may be said that all heavy merchandiae was ' 
transported by •water; and, when thetiver (and notably.the 
Hughli river, upon which the capital stands) was the only m’cans 
of communiwtion with the interior, one side of th'e river was as 
convenient as the other for the traffic of goodk In 1850, when 
Lord Dalhousie formed his p(an of the grand ttuhk linis of railway 
wljich now traverse th'e country, the wantjof a bridge to connect the ' 
East Indian Railway with Calcutta and with the systems of railway 
to the East and North becamcapparent, and though this is not the 
first eSort of its kind—since the pontoon bridge at Calcutta is also 
Sir Bradford Leslie's work—it is the first'railway, bridge that spans 
the Hughli and links together JEastem Bengal with the Upper ' 
Provinces, and we may shortly )iope,wlth a direct line to Bombay. 

It may not be, ladies and gentlemen, in your knowledge that the 
town of Hughli, 'in the neighbourhood of which we areStanding 
was the first settlement of the English m Lower Bengal It 
possesse's, therefore,' an historical interest; not only from that 
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fact, but from the circumstance thaUt was here that the English 
first came into hostile collision nith the Slahonfedan power ;.and 
though on that occasion Colonel ^Jicholson, the Officer Com¬ 
manding, bombardgd the town and nearly destroj ed it, the 
superior forces of the enemy, evaetty two hundred j ears ago, 
compelled the principal factor of the East India Company 
(who might be said to represent the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the day) ^o abandon his head-quarters and to retire to 
Calcutta. I have been given to understand that, in the 
conduct of the operalions in connexion with this 
brij^ge, in sinking the caisson on the Hughli side of the river it 
passed thro\}gh a stratum of Thames ballast, which had no doubt 
been thrown over from some vessel connected with the expedi¬ 
tion to which I have referred, to facilitate the retreat of our forces 
to Calcutta I congratulate m}seU that the , Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor o! 1887 lues and rules in more peaceable da)s, and that 
instead of coming here to alienate by a hostile incursion, we ore 
present here to unite by the indissoluble bonds of a close'r Unity 
of which this bridge shall be the emblem, the common interests 
of both sides of the river.

successful completion may appear a mailer of eirfy day occur 
rence But if we ponder for a moment on the nature of the 
forces concerned, the power and ma^s of the water to be dealt 
with the enormous weights of iron to be liandled, the dehed'^ 
adjustments to be calculated and the distance to be spanned wc 
ftiay well wonder how human beings who would find it difficult 
to raise a hundred pounds a foot from the ground should ha\e 
succeeded, by ih'* sheer dint of in-'enuitj and in’ellect, in pro 
ducing such stupendous results is those which are being daily 
wrought by our great Engineers (CliCcrs) After successive
